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County Commission 
Votes To Buy Land 
Behind Courthouse 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, February 
8, at the courttivase in Elba, and took 
some concrete action toward building a 
new jail in Enterprise. 


Monday's meeting began at 10:00 
a.m., and the first visitor was Mr. Renis 
Jones, president of the architectural 
firm of Pearson, Humphries, Jones and 
Associates, of Montgomery. County 
Attorney Warren Rowe told the com- 
missioners he had looked at the contract 
to employ the firm as architects, and 
stated it was fair and ready to sign. 


“IT would like to hire a consultant to 
work with us on preliminary plans,” 
Mr. Jones said, ‘‘and I think it would be 
to your best interests. He would 
provide us with statistical data on all the 
aspects of the jail, and this could help us 
do the best job possible to the people of 
Coffee County. The cost of the program 
consultant would be $15,000, of which 
my firm would pay $5,000 and the 
county pay $10,000." 


“I think the Commission would be 
well ahead to get all the facts, and the 
money would be well spent to get the 
consultant,’’ added Warren Rowe. ‘‘He 
could give you information and data not 
known at this date.”’ 


Despite the county attorney’s rec- 


ommendation, the Commission voiced _ 


opposition to the added expense of the 
consultant, and told Mr. Jones it (the 
Commission) would give him the 
information he would need. 


oy oeBhe Commission told the architect'to:~ 


(1) - inspect both courthouses and check 
the cost estimates for the complete 
renovation of the two existing struct- 
ures; (2) study the cost factor of adding 
four cells to the present Enterprise 
courthouse following renovation; (3) 
inspect the jail in Elba and if renovation 
is not economically feasible, give an 
estimate of the cost of building a new 
40-man jail in Elba; (4) check the 
possibility of adding on to the Elba jail 
to make it meet all state and federal 
standards; (5) report on the cost of 
building a 40-man jail behind the 
courthouse in Enterprise (or at another 
site), and (6) determine the cost factor 
of building a new courthouse in 
Enterprise, with four jail cells, at the 
current site and at another site. 


Jones told the Commission he would 
have a team of inspectors at both the 
courthouses and the jail immediately, 
and assured them he would complete 
preliminary work within the time limit 
stated in the court order concerning the 
jail. 


The Commission then voted unani- 
mously to accept the contract to employ 
the architects, along with the firm of 
Dean, Dale and Dean, of Jackson, 
Mississippi, as associates in the project. 


Following the signing of the con- 
tract, the Commission agreed to discuss 
renovations and inspect the facilities

with representatives of the firm on 
Monday, February 16. 


Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
asked that the minutes of the previous 
meeting be read concerning buying land 
behind the courthouse in Enterprise. 
The minutes were read, which stated 
the Commission yoted to purchase an 
option from the City of Enterprise for 
$2000. 


“T believe the motion voted on was 
to purchase both the option and the land 
behind the courthouse,’’ said Martin. 
**Was it not recorded in the minutes as 
such?” 


When the Commission clerk stated 
no mention of purchasing the land was 
included in the minutes, Martin made a 
motion to pay for the land behind the 
courthouse for $39,000. Probate Judge 
James L.,Sawyer remarked, ‘‘It looks 
foolish to me to borrow money and pay 
interest on it when we don’t have to!”’ 

The Commission disagreed with the 
judge, however, and voted 4-2 to 
purchase the land. Voting in favor of 
the purchase were Commissioners 
Martin, Boutwell, Grant and Eagerton, 
while voting with the judge were 
Commissioners Bowden and Bradley. 


Commissioner Rex Boutwell made a 
motion to amend the county’s budget to 
include the $39,000 purchase and the 
$2000 to purchase the option on the 
property. The motion passed by a vote 
of 4-2, with the split being the same as 
Attorney Warren Rowe asked when 
he could pick up the check and draw up 
a deed on the property, and Commis- 
sioner Martin answered, ‘‘Today;"’ 
however, Judge Sawyer remarked in a 
sharp tone that ‘‘I will write it when I 
have time - I can’t stop the meeting to 
go write a check!”’ 


Sheriff Brice Paul addressed Mon- 
day’s meeting and asked that the county 
keep Felony Officer Dennis Hobbs on 
the payroll for at least two more 
months. Paul reported the previous 
commission had agreed to extend his 
employment until February 1, but that 
another extension was needed. 


‘*We have in an application for an 
$8,431 grant from L.E.P.A.,’’ stated 
Paul, ‘‘and the county’s matching share 
has already been used to carry the 
program. If we get the grant we can 
continue the program until October 1, 
and it won't cost the county another 
dime. 1 would like the Commission to 
pick up his salary for two more months 
until the L.E.P.A. grant can be 
approved or denied. If it isn't 
approved, it will give Hobbs a chance to 
find a new position, and at the same 
time he can clear up existing cases. The 
total cost to carry the program until 


April 1 would be between $1500 
Commissioner Boutwell stated,

‘*We all realize that times are hard, but 
it’s possible the new president will cut 
back a lot of existing programs. I think 
we need to look at the sheriff's budget 
and discuss the matter in detail.”’ 


Commissioner Martin made a 
motion to continue Hobbs’ position 
through April 1, and the motion passed 
by a vote of 4-2. Voting against the 
motion were returning Commissioners 
Boutwell and Grant, while the four new 
commissioners all voted in favor of the 
request. 


Mr. Buck Tindol, manager of the 
County Landfill, addressed the Coms 
mission during the afternoon session 


and-presenicd a detailed study on the: 


cost of operating the landfill and’county 
garbage pickup service. The study 
revealed the county suffered a loss of 
$60,131.57 last year in operating the 
two departments, and also stated the 
county had to employ an additional man 
at a cost of $9,595.56 to open the landfill 
each morning to allow the Enterprise 
garbage trucks to dump early. A 
breakdown on garbage collections 
showed that Brantley dumps 3.2% of 
garbage taken to the dump, and pays 
2.2% of the total cost, while the other 
users of the dump resuit in the following 
breakdown: New Brockton dumps 7%, 
pays 3.4%; Elba dumps 17.1%, pays 
10.9%; Enterprise dumps 57.2%, pays 
23.2%; and the county dumps 16% of 
the garbage at the dump while paying 
for 60.2% of its operational expenses. 


The Commission told Mr. Tindol it 
would study the report and meet him at 
the landfill on Monday, February 16, to 
discuss how to better finance the 
operation. 


In other action at Monday’s meet- 
ing, the Commission: 


***heard a representative of a local 
investment banking company offer to 
help the county acquire funds to build a 
new jail; . 

***received a letter from the State 
Highway Department that commended 
members of the county engineer's office 


for their effort in bringing the county's 
bridge inventory up to date; 
***received a letter from Pensions & 
Security Director Ron Smith thanking 
the Commission for the use of a room in 
the Farm Center for a program now 
discontinued; 

***received a letter from an investment 
banking company offering to Joan the 
county funds; 

***examined a report from the Reyenue 
Department on the tax appraisal 
update; 

***appointed Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton to replace Don Smith on the 
Regional Planning & Development 
Commission; 

***appointed Commissioner Rex 
‘Boutwell to replace Bennie Beckham on 
the State Soil & Water Conservation 
Board; 

***apreed to the county engineer’s 
request to delay buying a crane and 
dragline until Feb. 23; 

***aoreed to open bids on a new and 
used tractor at 10:00 a.m. on February 
23 (for the Highway Dept.); 
***approved a motion to pay the new 
Revenue Commissioner an annual sal- 
ary of $25,000 (the Commission will 
replace both the tax assessor and tax 
collector on October 1, and the salary 
will provide a savings of $11,000 from 
the combined salaries now paid to the 
two officials); 

***asked Commissioner Martin to 
check with a local‘roofer to get a leak 
fixed in the county engineer’s office; 
and 

***naid bills. 


In one final action, the Commission 
voted unanimously to eliminate the 
reserved parking places at the parking 
lot behind the Enterprise courthouse. 
The Commision agreed to keep two 
spaces reserved for the use of the 
handicapped, ‘and one space for the 
sheriff. 

Two commissioners reported they 
had been contacted by citizens objecting 
to the large number of reserved parking 
spaces, and that prompted the action. 

The next regular meeting will be on 
Monday, February 23, in Elba. 


Water & Electric Board Meets 


The Elba Water and Electric Board 
met briefly Tuesday at 5 p.m. in the 
regularly scheduled monthly meeting. 
All board members were present. 


The only business was to review the 
financial status and pay monthly bills. 
Chairman Charles Hayes reviewed the 
accounts receivable and pointed out that 
there was only $406.70 in unpaid utility 
bills, and $355.68 in bad checks. He

day at S p.m. with all members except 
Paui King present and voting. Routine 
monthly bill payments and a report on 
the school’s financial condition led the 
discussion. Following this a short 
report on the operations of the school 
lunchrooms was given by High School 
Principal Lamar Foley. He told board 
members just how the lunchrooms

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Several Roads In 


County Remain Closed 


The heavy rains that drenched all 
areas of South Alabama on Tuesday, 
February 10, took their toll on roads 
throughout Coffee County, and County 
Engineer Bill McClain has reported it 
could take as long as several months for 
his crews to finish repairs on all the 
damage done. 


“We checked all the roads in the 
county last night,’’ said McClain during 
a Wednesday morning interview, ‘and 
we're still trying to check out the roads 
that were underwater. If the weather 
holds, we should have all the roads 
passable in 7 - 14 days, but it will take 
several months to get the ditches 
cleaned out." 


McClain reported that at 10:00 a.m. 
on Wednesday, February 11, two paved 
roads were: still closed and approxi- 
mately 20 miles of dirt roads were 
impassable. The paved roads closed 
were: 


County Road 58, where it 


connects Highways 189 and 87, and 
County Road 37, just before the 
intersection of County Road 60. County 
Road 37 is closed due to the flooding of 
Big Creek, which is out of its banks and 
covering a bridge and bver 300 feet of 
roadway. 

Coffee County has 301 miles of dirt 
roads, and while all are in bad shape, 
the engineer reported the most damage 
appeared to be in the northwest part of 
the county. The dirt roads which are 
closed are either still under water, or 
washed in two by flash flooding. 


‘We don’t have as much rvad 
damage as | feared,"’ added McClain, 
‘but we are in pretty bad shape on all 
the dirt roads. All county crews worked 
Tuesday night and reported back to 
work at daylight on Wednesday, and 
w’'re going to work on the worst areas: 
first. We will work long and hard and 
try to get all the roads in shape as soon 
as we can,"’

_ The State Diagnostic lab was named in honor of the Elba 
native who was responsible for manyh achievements in the 


field of veterinary medicine. 


He was appointed State 


Veterinarian and Director of the Animal Industry Division of 
the Alabama Department of Agriculture and Industries in 
1975 and served until his death in 1979. 

He was a member of the American Veterinary Medical 


Association - 


serving on the Committee for Nationwide 


Eradication of Hog Cholera for 21 years, and as chairman of 


the committee for four years;

PLAN AHEAD 

Our Coffee County farm 
supply firms are already 
stocking some _ excellent 
sweet corn varieties, plus 
other garden needs. 

Calvin Lee, manager of 
the Coffee County Farmers 
Co-op, has a sweet corn 
named ‘‘Sweet G 90’’ which 
he is very high on. I can’t 
vouch for this variety be- 
cause I haven't tried it, but I 


will go by Lee’s recom- 
mendation. 
Other good varieties 


available in most of the seed 
and fertilizer places will be 
Silver Queen, which is a 
white sweet corn, and Seneca 
Chief. 

There is going to be more 
gardening than ever in 
Coffee County, so make your 
plans and get top quality 
seed as they come in. 

Incidentally, we have an 
excellent list of varieties and 
planting dates of just about 
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every vegetable you can 
think of. It is yours for the 
asking - just get in touch with 
us. 

GARDENING 

There are a lot of small 
gardens in the cities of Elba, 
Enterprise, Kinston and New 
Brockton. Many of these 
gardens have not had any 
lime in years. It is often 
difficult to keep these gar- 
dens limed properly. 

There is an easy way to 
keep enough lime on these 
gardens. If you didn’t soil 
test, and if you haven't limed 
recently, use about 50 
pounds of ground limestone 
per 1,000 sq. ft. For 
example, a garden 50 feet 
long and 20 feet wide is 1,000 
sq. ft. 

Fifty pounds per 1,000 
sq. ft. is equal to a ton of lime 
per acre. If you haven't 
limed recently, go ahead and 
lime. You can pick this 
material up at most farm 
supply places. Just simply 
spread it on top of the ground 
and disk into the soil.

SAVING 
Several peanut and soy- 
bean growers asked me 


about liming land which they 
are only renting for one year. 
We recommend that if 1% 
tons of lime are needed, you 
could apply one-half of this 
amount after the land is 
turned and get satisfactory 
results. This is for one year 
only. The lime should be 
mixed thoroughly in the top 
six inches of the soil. 

If you turn this lime 
under with a plow, 
it wouldn't do peanuts very 
much good in 1981.
